GENTLEMEN, 

1  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  18th  Annual  Report  oh  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Condition  of  Newquay  during  the  year  1906. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  exceedingly  healthy  one,  the 
corrected  Death-rate  of  the  resident  population  being  the 
remarkably  low  one  of  10T  per  1000. 

Few  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  have  occurred,  and  the 
Infectious  Hospital  has  been  closed  throughout  the  year,  this 
being  the  third  successive  year  that  this  has  been  the  case. 

No  new  Sanitary  Work  of  importance  has  been  undertaken 
in  the  past  year  ;  the  Eastern  Drainage  Scheme,  adopted  by  your 
Council  in  1905,  having  failed  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the 
Local  Government  Board. 

The  usual  Tables  of  Mortality  and  Sickness  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report  are  appended.

AREA  AND  POPULATION. 


The  total  Area  of  the  district  is  903^  acres.  The  Population, 
estimated  to  the  middle  of  1906,  is  3,750.  This  estimate  corres¬ 
ponds  very  closely  with  the  figures  obtained  in  an  unofficial 
Census  of  the  Inhabitants  and  Visitors  taken  on  the  20th 
August,  1906,  the  number  of  Residents  recorded  being  3,776, 
and  the  Visitors,  3,821,  or  a  total  Summer  Population  of  7,597. 
The  total  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  same  date  was  909, 
giving  an  average  of  a  little  over  8  persons  per  house.  The  total 
number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  930.

MORTALITY. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  48,  viz  :  21  males  and  27 
females.  Of  these,  10  were  non-residents  or  visitors.  Estimating 
the  population  at  3,750,  the  total  death-rate  was  12-8  per  1,000 
per  annum.  Deducting  the  deaths  of  non-residents,  the  true 
death-rate  of  the  resident  population  was  10T  per  1,000.  The 
average  death-rate  for  the  previous  10  years,  including  all  deaths, 
was  12 '5  per  1,000.

3  deaths  occurred  under  1  year,  the  Infantile  Mortality,  or 
proportion  of  deaths  under  1  year  per  1000  births  being  equal  to 
434  per  1000. 

ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  Zymotic  Disease  during  the  year. 

BIRTHS. 

69  births  were  registered,  viz  ;  38  males  and  31  females,  equal 
to  a  birth-rate  of  18*4  per  1000  per  annum.  The  average 
number  of  births  during  the  previous  10  years  was  61,  and  the 
average  birth-rate  was  21 ’3 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES 

13  cases  of  Infectious  disease  were  notified,  of  which  5  were 
imported.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  total  amount  spent  on  Drainage  and  Sewer  disposal  was 
£79  3s.  4d. 

The  expenditure  on  Scavenging  amounted  to  £117  2s.  3d.,  and 
on  the  removal  of  House  Refuse,  to  £300  8s.  lid. 

No  new  Drainage  Works  have  been  undertaken  in  the  past 
year.  The  Scheme  for  improving  the  Drainage  at  the  Eastern 
Outfall,  which  was  decided  upon  by  your  Council  last  year,  has 
not  been  approved  of  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  the 
insanitary  conditions  existing  at  the  Gannel  Outfall  therefore 
remaining  as  before.  A  new  Scheme  is  now  being  prepared, 
which  has  not  yet  been  finally  approved  of  by  your  Council. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

These  are  6  in  number  and  registered.  They  have  been 
regularly  inspected.  No  complaints  have  been  received  in  respect 
to  these,  and  a  few  minor  defects  found  on  inspections,  have  been 
remedied,  after  notice. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

The  Dairies,  10  in  number,  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and 
found  clean  and  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

No  complaint  have  been  received  as  to  these,  or  to  Cowsheds.

PUBLIC  LAVATORIES  AND  CONVENIENCES. 


These  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  found  clean  and  in 
sanitary  condition.  The  Station  Lavatories  and  Board  School 
conveniences  have  also  been  inspected,  and  found  in  satisfactory 
condition.

The  Water  Supply  has  been  abundant  and  of  good  quality 
throughout  the  yea!1.  There  has  been  a  marked  absence,  during 
the  summer  months,  of  the  occasional  turbidity  and  discoloration 
complained  of  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  analyses  have  been 
uniformly  favorable. 

915  houses  are  supplied  from  the  Company’s  mains,  of  which 
18  have  been  newly  connected  in  the  past  year. 

Annexed  are  the  Analyses  of  samples  taken  from  the  two 
sources  of  supply  in  the  month  of  July.

In  view  of  the  unfortunate  conditions  which  arose  in 
the  summer  of  1905,  the  above  report  must  be  regarded  as 
highly  satisfactory.  During  the  whole  of  the  summer  months 
there  was  no  deficiency  reported,  and  the  turbidity  and 
discoloration,  which  have  been  the  causes  of  frequent  complaints 
in  past  seasons,  were  noticeably  absent  throughout  the  year. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  the  “  dead  ends,”  and  the 
improvements  made  by  the  Water  Company  in  connecting  up  the 
mains  in  the  town,  have  no  doubt  materially  contributed  to  this 
marked  change  for  the  better. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  Water  Supply,  it  is 
satisfactory  to  note  that  in  the  Bill  which  is  being  promoted  by 
the  Newquay  and  District  Water  Company,  ample  provision  is 
made  for  acquiring  new  and  increased  supplies  of  water, 
commensurate  with  the  rapidly  increasing  size  and  population  of 
the  t<?wn  and  district.

Milkshops. 

Regular  reports  have  been  sent  to  your  Council  throughout 
the  year,  and  Monthly  reports  to  the  County  Council  and  returns 
of  Mortality  and  Sickness. 

No  Special  Report  has  been  called  for  during  the  year. 

Tables  I,  III,  IV,  and  V  are  appended  to  my  report,  as 
required  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  also  a  Tabular 
Report  on  the  working  of  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  as 
required  by  the  Secretary  of  State.

NOTICE. 


The  Newquay  Urban  Sanitary  Authority  calls  the  attention  of  the  Inhabitants  of 

Newquay,  and  the  Public,  to  the  following  Extracts  from  Acts  of  Parliament. 

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1875. 

Sect.  126.  Any  person  who — 

(1.)  While  suffering  from  any  dangerous  infectious  disorder  wilfully  exposes  himself,  without 
proper  precautions  against  spreading  the  said  disorder,  in  any  street,  public  place,  shop, 
inn,  or  public  conveyance,  or  enters  any  public  conveyance  without  previously  notifying 
to  the  owner,  conductor,  or  driver  thereof,  that  he  is  so  suffering;  or 

(2.)  Being  in  charge  of  any  person  so  suffering,  so  exposes  such  sufferer;  or 

(3.)  Gives,  lends,  sells,  transmits,  or  exposes,  without  previous  disinfection,  any  bedding, 
clothing,  rags,  or  other  things,  which  have  been  exposed  to  infection  from  any  such 
disorder,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  Five  Pounds. 

Sect.  128.  Any  person  who  knowingly  lets  for  hire  any  house,  room,  or  part  of  a  house,  in 
which  any  person  has  been  suffering  from  any  dangerous  infectious  disorder,  without  having 
such  house,  room,  or  part  of  a  house,  and  articles  therein  liable  to  retain  infection,  dis¬ 
infected  to  the  satisfaction  of  a  legally  qualified  Medical  Practitioner,  as  testified  by  a 
certificate  signed  by  him,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  Twenty  Pounds. 

Sect.  129.  Any  person  letting  for  hire  or  showing  for  the  purpose  of  letting  for  hire,  any 
house  or  part  of  a  house,  who  on  being  questioned  by  any  person  negotiating  for  the  hire 
of  such  house  or  part  of  a  house  as  to  the  fact  of  their  being,  or  within  six  weeks  previously 
having  been  therein,  any  person  suffering  from  any  dangerous  infectious  disorder,  know¬ 
ingly  makes  a  false  answer  to  such  question,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
Twenty  Pounds,  or  to  One  Month’s  Imprisonment,  with  or  without  Hard  Labour. 


THE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  (PREVENTION)  ACT,  1890. 

Sect.  7.  Every  person  who  shall  cease  to  occupy  any  house,  room,  or  part  of  a  house  in 
which  any  person  has  within  six  weeks  previously  been  suffering  from  an  infectious  dis¬ 
ease  without  having  such  house,  room,  or  part  of  a  house,  and  all  articles  therein  liable  to 
retain  infection,  disinfected  to  the  satisfaction  of  a  registered  Medical  Practitioner,  as 
testified  by  a  certificate  signed  by  him,  or  without  first  giving  to  the  owner  of  such  house, 
room,  or  part  of  a  house,  notice  of  the  previous  existence  of  such  disease,  and  every  person 
ceasing  to  occupy  any  house,  room,  or  part  of  a  house,  and  who  on  being  questioned  by  the 
owner  thereof,  or  by  any  person  negotiating  for  the  hire  of  such  house,  room,  or  part  of  a 
house,  as  to  the  fact  of  their  having  within  six  weeks  previously  been  therein  any  person 
suffering  from  any  infectious  diseases,  knowingly  makes  a  false  answer  to  such  question, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  Ten  Pounds. 

Sect.  13.  Any  person  who  shall  knowingly  cast,  or  cause,  or  permit  to  be  cast  into  any 
ash-pit,  ash-tub,  or  other  receptacle  for  the  deposit  of  refuse  matter,  any  infectious  rubbish, 
without  previous  disinfection,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  under  this  Act. 


THE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  NOTIFICATION  ACT,  1889. 

Where  an  inmate  of  any  building  used  for  human  habitation  is  suffering  from  an  infectious 
disease— 

(1.)  The  head  of  the  family  to  which  such  inmate  (hereinafter  called  the  patient)  belongs 
and  in  his  default, 

(2.)  The  nearest  relatives  of  the  patient  present  in  the  building,  or  being  in  attendance  on 
the  patient,  and  in  default  of  such  relatives, 

(3.)  Every  person  in  charge  of  or  in  attendance  on  the  patient,  and  in  default  of  any  such 
person, 

(1.)  The  occupier  of  the  building, 

shall,  as  soon  as  he  becomes  aware  that  the  patient  is  suffering  from  any  infectious  disease, 
send  notice  thereof  to  me,  tbe  undersigned,  (Arthur  Hardwick,  Island  House,  Newquay); 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  above-named  Sanitary  Authority.  Penalty  for  failing 
when  required  to  give  notice  as  above,  not  exceeding  Two  Pounds. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

This  term  includes — Smallpox,  Cholera,  Diphtheria,  Membranous  Croup,  Erysipelas,  Scar¬ 
latina,  Scarlet  Never,  Measles,  and  auy  of  the  following  Fevers— Typhus,  Typhoid,  Enteric, 
lielapsing,  Continued,  or  Puerperal.

HOSPITAL  CO /A /A  ITT  EE  REPORT. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Hospital  Committee  held  on  November  30th,  the  following 
Resolutions  were  agreed  to,  and  recommended  for  adoption  by  the  District  Council : — 

1.  — That  the  following  Infectious  Diseases  be  admitted,  viz. Scarlet  Fever,  Small 

Pox,  Diphtheria,  and  ( under  certain  conditions )  Typhoid  Fever,  and  Measles. 

2.  — That  in  the  case  of  Patients  removed  compulsorily  bv  order  of  the  Medical 

Officer  of  Health,  or  Council,  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  all  expenses, 
including  Medical  attendance,  shall  be  borne  by  the  Council. 

3.  — That  in  the  case  of  Patients  recommended  to  be  removed,  and  willing  to  be 

removed,  but  having  home  accommodation  for  Isolation,  such  charges  shall 
be  made  as  the  Council  shall  deem  fit. 

4.  — Private  Patients  applying  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  granted  its  free 

use  under  certain  regulations,  and  on  giving  a  written  guarantee  to  pay  all 
expenses. 

o. — Patients  removed  compulsorily,  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  shall  be  attended 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  All  other  cases  admitted,  may,  if  they 
wish,  be  attended  by  their  own  Medical  Attendant,  at  their  own  expense. 

6.  — That  in  all  cases,  sent  to  the  Hospital  compulsorily,  and  in  cases  unable  to 

provide  Medical  Attendance,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall  attend  and 
be  paid  for  such  Medical  Attendance  at  the  rate  of  £3  3s.  per  case  by  the 
District  Council. 

7.  — That  a  nurse  shall  be  provided  in  all  cases,  who  shall  be  under  the  control  of 

the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  such  charges  shall  be  made  for  her  services 
as  the  Council  may  deem  fit. 

8. — MANAGEMENT  AND  ACCOMMODATION  OF  HOSPITAL. 

(a)  The  Management  shall  be  vested  in  the  Committee  and  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

(b)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall  have  sole  control  during  the  occupation 
of  the  Hospital  by  Patients. 

( c )  No  person  other  than  the  Nurse,  Caretakers,  and  Medical  Attendants, 
shall  be  allowed  in  the  Hospital  or  Grounds  during  occupation  by  Patients, 
except  by  consent  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(d)  All  orders  for  goods,  food,  etc.,  must  be  by  written  order  with  counterfoil, 
and  signed  either  by  the  Nurse  in  charge,  or  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
except  in  the  case  of  Private  Paying  Patients,  who  must  order  and  pay  for 
their  own  goods. 

9. — FIRING  AND  LIGHTING. 

In  cases  of  Paying  Patients,  firing  and  lighting  should  be  included  in  the 
free  use  of  Hospital. 

10. — ADDENDA — Rule  1,  “under  certain  conditions,”  as  under  : 

(a)  When  considered  advisable  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  the 
interests  of  the  health  of  the  town. 

(b)  Ry  request  of  visitors,  or  other  persons  willing  to  pay  for  all  expenses,  and 
provided  that  the  accommodation  is  not  used  or  required  for  other  cases  ; 
and  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  approves. 

Rule  4,  “under  certain  regulations”  : 

[a)  The  above  regulations  under  Rule  1  shall  apply. 

(b)  Private  Patients  shall  agree  to  submit  to  such  rules  and  restrictions, 
applicable  to  their  special  cases,  as  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  may 
consider  necessary.

TO  THE  NEWQUAY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 
GENTLEMEN, 


I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1906. 

The  Mean  Temperature  was  about  average  ;  January  was  considerably 
above  the  average  ;  April  and  December  a  good  deal  below  ;  February  and 
August  were  (as  usual)  respectively  the  coldest  and  hottest  months.  The  Mean 
Range  (corresponding  with  tire  excess  of  sunshine)  was  above  the  average. 

Sunshine  was  well  above  the  average  and  the  most  since  1899.  April  and 
September  were  particularly  sunny  months;  May  was  sadly  deficient  in  sunshine. 

Rainfall  was  again  under  the  average,  but  only  slightly.  January, 
February,  and  May  had  an  excess  of  rain  ;  April  and  September  were 
particularly  dry  months  ;  December  was  also  a  good  deal  dryer  than  usual. 

There  was  an  unusual  amount  of  Fog  in  the  early  summer. 

There  was  a  cold  snap  at  Christmas,  with  Hail  and  Snow,  but  the 
ground  in  Newquay  remained  white  for  only  a  few  hours. 

The  highest  Shade  Temperature  for  the  year  was  only  76 ’5  ;  the  lowest, 
30o-0.  This  compares  favourably  with  most  other  health  resorts. 

I  again  have  the  pleasure  of  incorporating  the  Rainfall  Returns  taken 
at  Tresillian  House,  by  Col.  E.  G.  Rennet. 

The  instruments  remain  as  before. 

Unfortunately  I  was  prevented  by  illness  from  taking  the  observations 
personally  from  March  to  September,  and  I  now  have  the  pleasure  of  publicly 
thanking  all  those  who  so  kindly  assisted  in  taking  them  during  that  time, 
viz.:  Mr.  C.  C.  Robinson,  L.  D.S.,  Mr.  G.  G.  Bullmore,  Mr.  Greenwood  and 
Miss  Yigurs.
